was perfected, was placed with 
Teletype corporation, Chicago, and 
was put on the market in 1935 by 
a newly-organized subsidiary, Tele.- 
typesetter corporation. Mr. Morey 
served on the board of directors 
until his retirement five years ago 
He returned to the West Coast, 
where he worked as a young priiv 
ter, and there he died last week.
